Council does not admit that the excision 
of the scheduled strip will render these 
useless, inasmuch as there are at present 
existing in this road, shops of no greater 
depth than that which will remain in 
this instance. Estimated loss of rental 
at all times s doubtful and therefore 
an unsatisfactory basis whereon to baie 
‘compensation, and the Council therefor 
directs me to express the hope that yo:

With regard to the Conneil’s policy 
outlined in that minute [ cannot agree. 
The Conneil itself is “only of opinion 
that the proposed treatment of the 
Peking Road would ensure immediate 
eabancement of values.”

the 'atter by ignoring Rale XVIII of 
the “Rules respect to New 
Chinese Buildings” by doing away 
with the necessary yard in reat and 
redaciog the size of the kitchens which 
would also result ia reduced rentals. 
‘The proposal of the Council ist here- 
fore not a betterment to the property

Taleo wish to remind you that in

‘Sim,—Your letter of Angust 3, on 
the subject of the widening of the 
Peking Road ex Lot 311, has had the 
Council's careful consideration, and 
there appears to the members to be small 
ability of reconciling the divergent 
ws which you express with those 
held by the Gonncil. 

While particularly desirous of carrying. 
throngh this important improvement 
with the frontage owners’ co-operation 
and without causing more dislocation of 
business than is absolutely necessary, 
‘the Council cannot give way in the 
‘matter of compensation to the extent of 
accepting the loss of reatal foreshadowed 
by the owners themselves as a basis for 
computing the amount to be paid. You 
will readily see that such a course applied 
throughout the length of the road would 
‘involve the Council io serions difficulties 
if upon the completion of the work 
these estimates proved to bave been 
fallacious. 

‘The case in point is « small one, and 
for that reason it is considered that it 
may with your assent be treated in a 
new and experimental manner, calculated 
to give satisfaction to all concerned, I 
‘am therefore directed to propose that the 
necessary rebuilding of the four houses 
involved should proceed forthwith, the| 
Council paying the cost and the loss of 
rental daring the duration of the work, 
(Tis. 867), and that the actaal amount 
of compen: for the scheduled strip 
of land be deferred until the houses are 
re-let, say until July 1, 1910, when it 
shall be computed at the actual loss 

pitalieed at B per cent less 25 per 
cent for management expenses, and 
plus 10 per cent for compulsory 
surrender, with interest at 6 per cent 
from date of completion of rebuilding. 

‘The Council is aware that this pro- 
position is not one which woald be 
well-advised in every instance. In 
making it to you, reliance is placed on 
‘the bone-fides of your desire to be in 
the same financial alter as 
before the transaction; aod on your 
ability to re-let the houses when the time 
‘comes to the best advantage. 

In conclusion I am to state that, in 
deference to the final paragraph of your 
letter under reply, the obstruction at 
the corner of the Shanse Road has been 
removed.
